[ After enumerating some of these superstitions, and 
the missionary trials, he asks: ] 

How much do Christians ia America pray for the 
success of missionary efforts? Do pray, and urge 
all Christians to pray, often and fervently for this 
object. We labor ainid distressing discouragements, 
without and within. Yet I feel ** if God be for us 
who can beagainstus?” Ido assuredly believe that 
Christ will reign over all this land, and that our 
efforts, under his blessing, are greatly contributing 
to hasten the period of that reign.
